Z^he  best  insurance  for  the  success  of  your  Unit  is  the  use  of  the 
initiation  ceremony  as  set  forth  in  the  Auxiliary’s  Manual  of 
Ceremonies.  Its  effect  upon  new  members  is  far  reaching  and  lasting. 

The  Emblem  Lamp  which  is  required  consists  of  a ten-inch  opaque 
canteen-shaped  glass  globe  with  base  attached.  The  outline  of  the 
emblem  and  the  lettering  is  cut  into  the  glass  by  a process  similar  to 
engraving  and  then  hand  painted  in  the  proper  colors.  Each  lamp  is 
furnished  complete  as  illustrated,  with  a ten-foot  cord,  plug  and 
socket.
